2/19/2010 have been considered but are not found persuasive. Applicant argues that, although Hanson teaches that it is know to have a 
stent and balloon assembly with only a proximal "dam" (pillow) and no distal "dam" (pillow) formed on the balloon, a distal dam would still 
form using the device of Shortt. However, it is the examiner's position that, in view of the teachings of Hanson that no distal dam (pillow) is 
necessary, one skilled in the art would have found it obvious to modify the stepped enclosure of Shortt so that no distal dam (pillow) is 
formed since the stepped enclosure is responsible for forming the dams (pillows).
